The 
clergyman owns responsibilities to his brother clergy ; the doctor, the 
artist, the army man, above all, the teacher, profits by free give and take 
with the members of his profession ; the parent, alone, stands aloof, as. 
one who should say : I have nothing to give and nothing to get ; I am 
sufficient unto myself. This aloofness of parents is hardly intentional ; 
it is a mere relic of the sentiment of our barbarian days, the feeling 
we express in the saying, “ The Englishmen’s house is his castle.” We 
are waking up to the fact, that, by this exclusion and seclusion we sustain
